OURO PRETO GOLD MINES OF BRAZIL. 

Mr. BEULOC, having visited the company’s property, reports : ~ 
Paris, July 22: On my return from Brazil I beg to give you my 
opinion on the properties of the company, which I have most care- 
fully examined and studied. Not being an engineer, my expressions 
may not be technically correct, but ay object is to tell you of wha*

We had to take mules from Queluz, and arri in Passagem, ging Seo 
Ouro Preto, the following day. The trip could be made in one day. é of our 
party. the Comte de Scey, made it in 11% hours ; the distance is about 15 leagues. 

—— is one hour’s ride fro.n Ouro Preto, on the road to Marianna, dis- 
tant about two miles from that last city.

The OHALRMAN said the directors had so far pulled the company through all 
its difficulties, and they were fully aware of the value of the work done since 
the reconstruction of the company; and it would certainly be a great misfor- 
tune to give up on the eve of success, The company which sold the property 
to them had never received a shilling for it, and they had steadily held their 
shares and had increased their holding when the shares were ata premium of 5s.

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was held at the 
Cannon-street Hotel yesterday,—Sir Rose Price in the chair. 

Mr. T. R, HEwirr (the managing director) having read the notice 
convening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said that on the previous occasion he entered so 
fully into the condition of the mine that it was no good going over 
the same ground again. The appeal that they made to the outside 
public to accept their debentures resulted in practically no applica- 
tions for them; at any rate, not sufficient to be of any use to the 
company, and the matter now rested entirely in the hands of the 
shareholders. They had to rely entirely on themselves whether the works were to 
go on or not, and he should be glad to hear any expressions of opinion from any 
shareholders on the subject. 

Mr. WALKER believed that some time ago the directors sent out a circular 
asking for shares to be taken at 10s. discount, he should like to know the amount, 
that had been applied for, and the amount they had allotted, and whether the 
directors had any scheme with regard to raising money. If they had not a 
scheme he would suggest one. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that the number of shares allotted at 10s. discount was 
7500. Those shares were taken chiefly by the shareholders themselves, and most 
largely by himself, 

tr. WALKER asked what amount of debentures they had applied for ? 

Mr. Hewitt: 152. in cash and a promise of 30/.{more at the end of August. 

Mr. WALKER: I believe you have a very large number of shares unissued, 
have you not >——The OnarrmMaNn: About 25,000, 

Mr. WALKER: You can deal with them in any way you please? 

The CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

Mr. WALKER: About 5000/. would be what you require, and that would put 
you pretty well straight, with plenty of working capital to develope the 
property and to carry it to a successful issue. 

The OtArIRMAN said that 70007. would be better. 

Mr. WALKER oo that they should issue 50002. in 10 per cent. deben- 
tures, and, as an inducement for the present shareholders to take those deben- 
tures, they should give the same amount in fully paid-up shares as a bonus. 
He thought it would be a great inducement to many holders of shares to take 
this debenture stock.

of Brazil.” After having visi the mine, and gone through the whole pro- 
perties, I — hed to Mr. Taylor :—‘ I consider our mines to be of very great 
value, especially Raposos,” The work accomplished in the mines there is not as 
important as at Passagem. We are runuing adit levels into the side of the hill 
to intersect the chimneys of ore that were found at the surface. 

Work there is not so much advanced as I would have liked to see it, for the 
running of these adits is a tedious and slow process. Six months more will 
tell a great deal on that property, and, judging by what has been found already, 
we will soon have to work one of the largest—one of the most valuable mines 
that I have ever heard of. We saw the five chimneys which have been inter- 
sected by what is called the shallow adit; they had all increased in a large pro- 
portion, and between some of them a line of ore begins to appear, showing that 
as depth is attained they got closer together.

he water question is the most important for that property. There are three 
projects that we will submit to the board at our first’meeting; meanwhile, I 
think that with very little cost, andin about six to eight months time, we can 
build a dam that will make a natural reservoir, in which we can store sufficient 
water during the rainy season to last us through the dry season, to run perhaps 
as many as 75 stamps in three batteries of 25 stamps each.

Other chimneys 
also will be intersected, and may help us greatly in our start. I think that two 
or three months more work will tell greatly in this mine, Wesaw the croppings 
of two other lodes on the property, and some samples of them showed gold in 
the batea. Anadit is being run in the lode that will intersect all the chimneys. 
As soon as possible the shaft ought to be sunk deeper. The indications of this 
mine are very promising ; but our visit was a little too early to be able to give 
you a decisive opinion, as I do without hesitation, for Passagem and Raposos. 
To resume, I may say with all sincerity that Iam most satisfied with my visit 
to our mines. I have never seen a young company start with such favourable 
and sure prospects. t 

The climate of that country is beautiful, None of us were ill one minute 
during the whole time of our journey. Labour is cheap. In Raposos we will be 
able to treat a ton of ore at a cost of not more than 10s. to 12s. when our larger 
works are put up, and in Passagem it will not cost more than 15s. a ton, so with 
the amount of ore that we can see and foresee in these properties, we may, in 
fact we must, arrive at a very large production, which will give profits in pro- 


portion. My belief is that our immediate profits will allow us to pay a reason- 
able interest on the money paid up on our shares, and that year by year it will 
go on increasing until we arrive at afuil production. I do not consider this 
affair as a speculation, but as a serious and lasting exploitation. I believe in its 
continuous success in the future, and I have no hesitation in saying that I fer!

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REMARKS.— With the exception of copper and tin, for which there 
has been a more animated demand, and at times somewhat higher 
prices realised, our markets have not undergone much change, but 
the improved feeling in the above two metals has created a stronger 
tone, and increased cheerfulness has been the characteristic feature 
of the week. Owing to the holidays, however, it has been a broken week, and 
a time when legitimate trade is never very brisk, and unfortunately the better 
tone is to be attributed to speculative causes rather than legitimate influences, 
and therefore its permanency is doubtful. The — trade of the country has 
not revived, and though the prospects may be brighter on account of the very 

tious weather for the ingathering of the harvest, yet there is much to esta- 

Biteh fears that a generti resuscitation will not ensue during the coming autumn. 
We give due regard to the various favourable features which exist, and even if 
a bountiful harvest be secured then it can scarcely be expected that the demand 
will be much augmented, although perhaps it may not be quite so limited as it 
otherwise would. During the autumn we are threatened with various political 
tations which must prove more or less injurious to trade. Again, the failure 
ofthe Conference on Egyptian affairs, the mission of Lord Northbrook, and the 
vote of credit for the expedition to relieve Khartoum, are features which cause 
traders to experience an uneasy feeling until such a time as they become more 
developed, and some result can be foreseen from them, although it is but right 
to state that in some quarters it is considered that these new elements in the 
Egy ptian problem are likely to promote a more speedy restoration of confidence 
to the benefit and advancemens of trade. But these are matters which will 
affect trade in general, and not metals in particular, and with reference to those 
features of an adverse c which specially affect our own markets it is a 
matter of regret that they seem to outweigh those of a more favourable nature. 

Take, for instance, the leading metal—iron—and the state of that market 
could scarcely be pronounced in a worse condition than what it is at the present 
time. Some of the works are closed, others only partially employed, consump- 
tion limited and ship ts small, prices low and unremunerative, production 
in excess of requirements, and total stocks i ing. Speculati in that 
metal is dormant, thus showing that not even speculators are sufficiently 

ne to come forward and operate, notwithstanding the low prices, the 
cheap money, and the good agricultural prospects, which may perhaps be said 
to be the three principal features upon which those who are most hopeful of a 
revival base their calculations. Such is a brief description of the state of the 
market for the recognised leading metal, and as the influence that iron pro- 
duces over other metals is very great, it does not appear at all probable that any 
immediate thorough restoration will be effected in the metal trade. In some 
metals there has recently been issued improved statistics, and to this and this 
alone can be attributed the better tone that has been visible; but yet, not- 
withstanding that statistics prove much and invariably influence the market 
either in one direction or the other, according as stocks have increased or not, yet 
the future of the trade is not merely dependent on one month’s returns ; and 
clearly in such times as these a continued repetition of statistics showing the 
supplies to be not above requirements is necessary before any confidence In 
higher rates will be established. : . 

Copper.—During the week this market has been tolerably brisk, 
and numerous sales of Chili bars have been effected about 541, 17s. 6d. 
to 551. for sharp cash prompts, and at about 7s. 6d. to 10s, per ton 
more for forward dates, closing to-day a good deal easier. The at- 

tention of operators has been directed to the market, owing to the 
very favourable deliveries that were effected last month, and which amounted 
to 10,817 tons—a quantity anprecedently heavy, and also to the reduced stock 
of 43,052 tons, against 45,763 tons on June 30. Undoubtedly the statistics are of 
avery favourable nature, and form a great back-bone to the market at the pre- 
sent time. In addition to the reduced stocks and heavy deliveries, the sup- 
plies during July were scarcely up to the average compared with the last 12 
months, the shipments from Australia to London being particularly light, so 
that all round the statistics must be reported very satisfactory, and to this 
cause it to be attributed the improved prices realised during the greater part of 
the week. 

At the same time, it ‘is a little questionable whether quotations will be sus- 
tained, because nothing appears sufficient to remove the fears that have long 
existed of heavy quantities bein

We did not credit them, 
however, with any desire to ‘¢ rid of the surplus, or so-called sur- 
plus, population, but only with being lineal descendants in folly of 
the traditional old woman who killed the goose that laid the golden 

If Mr. Beauchamp’s proposal was to be treated seriously, we 
should, of course, find out that the only possible present result of 
this line of action would be to send away the able-bodied, and to 
leave the mass of the population untouched, save that they would 
be thoroughly pauperised. But we really cannot regard it as serious, 
and we, therefore, naturally shrink from commenting further, which 
would demand very plain speech,
